Wasting the Fruits of Revolution 
(National Republican) 

The recent death of Sun Yat Sen revives 
anew the thought of this nation’s great good 
fortune in the character and ideals of the men 
who achieved American independence. Most 
of the violent revolutions in history have been 
followed by the betrayal of the cause, either 
through ignorance or design, by those who 
have been charged with the duty of building 
a new governmental structure on the ruins 
of the old. It was so in France, it has been 
so in Russia. it was true in China. 

Sun Yat Sen as an agitator against the cor- 
rupt and incompetent tyranny of the Manchu 
dynasty, performed a patriotic service. It 
was said that China was not ready for a re- 
public, yet the Chinese have locally had longer 
experience in self government than any other 
people. The first president of the Republic 
of China declared that all his ideals in public 
service were based upon a careful study of the 
life of George Washington. 

Sun Yat Sen, however, was a Patrick Henry 
rather than a Washington or Hamilton. He 
was strongly tinetured with socialist thories, 
which led him toward the close of his career 
to an open sympathy with bolshevism. He 
was a success as a destroyer, but not as a 
a builder. During the years of his life remain- 
ing after the revolution he was more of a 
menace than a support to the new form ot

Our Courthouse Proposition 
(Redlands Facts) 

The people have now twice refused to vote~ 
yonds for building a new courthouse, on pro- 
i positions offered them, and as it now appears, 
the decision of the people was wise in both

ideas of economy in 
government by the county. 

The decision in both eases was wise because 
it has turned out to be possible to secure 4 
better business proposal than was offered be 
fore. It is now possible to secure what we 
want in a county building for less money than 
it would have cost. 

A. G. Kendall, chairman of the Board of 
rvisors, was here yesterday and explained 
the plan to the directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce. These gentlemen, without exce- 
¢ion as to those present. were pleased with the 
prospect. They see ahead the opportunity to 
aequire for the county a modern, fireproof 
courthouse, delightfully situated from an 
esthetic standpoint, and especially convenient 
for the people of Redlands when they have 
county business to transact. The location ‘is 
the-eorner of Arrowhead avenue and Third 
street, a full half-block—the high half-block— 
of the whole block proposed to be secured at 
the last bond election. As a matter of fact, 
the half-block is ample for the needs of the 
county. The whole block would have afford- 
ed wonderful opportunity for parking, but it 
would at the same time have been an expen- 
sive proposition to maintain. eosting several 
thousand dollars a year probably to keep in 
proper order. 

The corner proposed to be used is on the 
road into San Bernardino from Redlands. The 
street it will front upon is a beautiful, wide 
one. The south frontage is not so pleasant but 
will be made so. But the opportunity from a 
standpoint of economy, fo secttre such an ex- 
cellent building for so little cost, one which 
will insure safety for our records, is the main 
thing, while at the same time the building 
and its surroundings in the due course of time 
will be ornamental and pleasing, is unusual. 

Residents of the city of San Bernardino are 
going to present the site to the county. They 
are interested individuals. of course. Nobody 
eares about that part of it, if the public shall 
thereby be served. So we have a site without 
cost and there is in the county treasury some 
$75,000 toward the building fund. 
have as an asset the present courthouse and 
jail properties on Court street, which will be 
disposed of to the best possible advantage to 
provide a fund toward paying for the new 
courthouse, or as an income to meet the obli- 
gation to be taken on in building it. The 
present property is estimated to be worth 
$250,000. Mr. Kendall said yesterday that 
he feels sure this amount can be had for it— 
and he is a shrewd, calculating business man, 
one we are mighty fortunate to have looking 

after the spending of our dollars and cents by 
the county. 

He made one other suggestion, which indi- 
cates his shrewdness and his care for the in 
terests in his charge. It was that it may be 
possible to rent for a term of 99 years the 
present courthouse site, the purchaser to erect 
a building and to pay as rent a sufficient an- 
nual sum to retire in full all the bonds which 
shall be issued for the new building. This is 
only a possibility, but it indieates the length 
to which the Supervisors will go in their in- 
vestigation to find the best financial cou: e 
for the eounty. 

We must have a new courthouse. Our rec- 
ords are not safe in the present structure. It 
is unsafe. also, the fire and earthquake hazards 
both béing large. We are fortunate to be able 
to get it for so little. 

The bond issue will be for $450,000. It is 
the plan to have the securities redeemable at 
any time, so that any possibility in the finan- 
cial situation may be taken advantage of. If 
things go as they probably will, with the 
present site and building sold, the whole in- 
Jebtedness will be wiped out in eight years. 

The alternative for the bond issue is a di- 
rect tax, to add to the present sum on hand. 
The county government is committed to the 
present courthouse plan. 

It remains for the people to au-

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Thank You, Boys 


Every man who travels the road of life is 
Some men are born 
with honors, others achieve them, while still 
others have honors thrust upon them. 

Yours Truly has had many opportunities 
to be honored, but most of those opportuni- 
ties had a string attached, and at the end of 
the string appeared a disagreeable entangle- 
ment, which meant the sponsoring of some- 
thing or other, or else cost a certain sum of 
money which could be paid in a lump sum, or 
accepted on the plan of $1 down, and the re- 
mainder paid if persistent collectors could ex- 
tract the coin from without a starving cash 
account. 

But in all these years that I have lived in 
this town there hasn’t been an honor so ap- 
preciated as the cre I received throug the 
mail the other day when on opening the morn- 
ing mail I found. a little blue slip of paper 
and a letter. The simple announcement was 
as follows: ‘‘You have heen made an Hon- 
orary Member of the Upland Fire Depart- 
ment.’’ 

To the casual reader unfamiliar with the 
history of the City of Upland this may not 
seem an unusual event, but to an old-timer, 
to be made an honorary member of Upland’s 
fire fighting organization, is indeed appre- 
ciated. 

Twenty-five years ago the little village of 
North Ontario, as this town was then known. 
was at the mérey of the elements. The chief © 
decoration of Upland’s business center of that 
day, especially during the summer season, was 
a healthy growth of weeds burned to a dark 
brown by the heat. Lot after lot now oc- 
eupied by business blocks presented a horri- 
ble picture, for an ever-present menace 
threatened every -business interest. 

One night a man rushed from his little 
frame store building opposite The News office 
and shouted, ‘‘Fire, Fire!’’ from nine o’elock 
to long after the midnight hour men and 
women fought as they never fought before to 
stop a blaze which threatened for a time to 
sweep that little village of those days from 
the face of the earth. 

Fire fighting equipment consited of just one 
huydrant on lower Second avenue, and a line 
of hose perhaps one block long. With this 
equipment combined with buckets, garden 
hose and a lot of other inconsequential meth- 
ods, that memorable fire was stopped. 

The next morning building the foundation 
of Upland’s present-day fire fighting foree was 
under way and for a time flourished, then died 
with little having really been accomplished. 

Ti took one more fire to arouse the town to 

activity, and when the demon fire swept. the 
buildings from that territory from the build- 
ing now occupied by the Riggs Pool Room 
north to The News office building, action was 
the result, and today this city has the fore- 
most volunteer fire department in this section 
of the state. 

With a north wind blowing a veritable gale, 
with only meager equipment to fight the 
blaze, for an hour or more that night it was 
predicted that the entire business district 
would go. But everybody worked and fought 
as they never had before and pinning their 
faith to the belief that the brick wall of The 
News building would stop the base of the 
fire going northward, attention was devoted 
to the roofs of all surrounding buildings, for 
burning embers were carried in every diree- 
tion by the wind. 

When the cold, gray dawn of morning 
lighted the burned area little gatherings of 
men in every walk of life were seen here and 
there discussing the future. Firm in the opin- 
ion that if the town was to be built every in- 
vestment must be protected from fire, those 
pioneers went at the job with renewed en- 
ergy, until today every resident of the city 
appreciates the Upland Volunter Fire De- 
partment and consider its membership of that 
stripe of men who remain loyal through the 
years to an organization, that makes us all 
feel safe in our homes and in the operation 
of our respective enterprises. 7
